| Major Flood 
May Impend 


By the Associated Press 

Small Oregon floods closed 
roads, surrounded houses, and iso- 
lated a coastal town today—and 
reached a new climax with flood 
stage in the big Willamette riv- 
er at low-lying Harrisburg. 

River Forecaster Elmer Fish- 
er said the river was likely to 
flood somewhat at most points. 
Whether it develops into a major 
flood, he said, depends on rain- 
fall and mountain temperatures. 
Torrential rainfall and melting 
snow have already sent Many 
Western Oregon rivers over their 
banks. 


Bridge Threatened 

Twenty-five houses in the town 
,of Philomath were surrounded by 
water, as Mary’s river reached 
the highest level in history. The 
river was threatening a highway 
bridge under construction. 

Streams that had flooded part of 
Forest Grove, cut off the city’s 
|water supply line, and closed the 
city schools were falling. Forest 
Grove cut into another town’s wa- 
ter lines to keep faucets running. 

Wyoming, pounded almost daily 
by snow and wind storms for 
weeks, was in the path of a fresh 
mass of cold air which spread in- 
to the northern plains. The strong 
northerly winds and blowing snow 
struck the northeastern part of 
the state and re-blocked newly 
cleared roads. The mercury fell 
rapidly. 

Freezing Temperatures 

The storm moved into Montana 
and North Dakota and the mer- 
cury plunged to below zero in 
some areas. It fell to five below 
at Lewiston, Mont., and dropped 
29 degrees in six hours at Minot, 
N. D. The cold wave was headed 
for the north central states and thé 
U. S. weather bureau said tem- 
peratures would drop to 15 below 
in Northern Minnesota tonight. 

Temperatures were much high- 
er over the central states and 
seasonable in most other sections 
of the country. The only rain 
belts were in Washington and Ore- 
gon and along the central and 
west gulf coast. 

The rains in Western Washing- 
ton and Oregon left many high- 
ways flooded. Snow slides 
blocked roads through passes in 
the Cascade mountains. But 
transcontinental trains resumed 
service through the Washington 
mountains. The colder weather in 
‘Northern Idaho temporarily halt- 
ed the slides that threatened the 
mountainous area. 

Meanwhile, the job of clearing 
roads and feeding stranded live- 
stock in the western blizzard states 
progressed. The air force's hay- 
lift in Nevada ended after 25 days,

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The American Nature Study Society recently held a con- 
vention in Washington, at which a number of leading con- 
servationists described a new kind of menace. That menace, 
in the words of a San Francisco Chronicle editorial, “is the 
yen of the Bureau of Reclamation and the Army Engineer 
Corps to build dams in every conceivable spot.” Ira N. 
Gabrielson, director of the Wildlife Management Institute, 
characterized this “dam craze” as a “thinly disguised com- 
petition between two great government agencies to see which 
can build the most dams the fastest.” 

In the course of its editorial, the Chronicle dealt with 
several dam-building proposals whose possible benefits would 
seem to be far outweighed by the damage they would do.

Testifies On 
Rail Rates 


SAN FRANCISCO, (#) -- Any 
railroad unemployment that 
might resuit from higher rail 


freight rates, inducing increased 
shipment by water, would be 
“insignificant to the overall pic- 
ture,” says Robert C. King, 
shipping expert for the U. S. 
maritime commission. 

King appeared as a witness at 
the water-rail- rate hearing be- 
fore Clyde B. Aitchison of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

The maritime commission in- 
tervened in the application 
brought by the water carriers to 
have coastal rail rates increased. 
The water carriers contend the 


rail rates are unreasonably low | 


and act as a virtual ceiling on 
water rates. 

Water carriers contend low 
freight rates have shrunk the 
number of coastwise dry cargo 
carriers from 62 before the war 
to 10. They say higher rail rates 
would mean diversion of consid- 
erable cargo to water lanes. 

King said higher rates would 
be “very beneficial to both the 
water lines and: rail lines.”
